standing today marks an important

to the proceedings of the court.

For the second time within a year 


the laboratory of H. H. Haines, 
a 


manufacturer of proprietary medi- 
cines, at 28 Columbia avenue, suffered 
damage from fire and in the present

blaze was clearly the work of an in- 
cendiary. 


It was about 3 o'clock this morn- 


ing when a neighbor, Mrs. Schutt, 
glanced out of her window and noted 
fire in the building. She ran down- 
stairs, and as she opened the door of 
her home the blasse in the Haines 
building spurted upward in a dense 
volume. 


The fire department made a quick 


response to the alarm and the fire was 
quickly subdued. It thad started be- 
tween the siding and the plastering 
at the east end of the building, moved 
upward between the studding and 
then swept over the attic of the 
building. This morning Mr. Haines 
found in the wall space below the 
point where the fire started a number 
of rolls of paper saturated with oil, 
and he is positive an incendiary tried 
to burn him out, During the even- 
ing a gas jet had been lighted in the 
building, but at a spot far removed 
from the fire. Last spring the build- 
ing was almost totally destroyed. In 
the present instance the loss will per- 
haps not exceed $200.

LIKED SOLDIER'S LIFE. 


Previous to the beginning of the 


Spanish-American war the young 
man held a position in the Coombs 
hardware house, but he resigned to 
enlist as a member of Captain 
Meyer's company G, One Hundred 
and Fifty-seventh Indiana regiment, 
when that command left for the 
south April 26, 1898.

It par- 
ticipated in a number of brisk en* 
gagoments upon the Island of Luzan 
during the eight months which fol- 
lowed, and at the outbreak of the 
boxer troubles in China in June, 
1900, was ordered to China. 


WOOD WAS IN CHINA. 


Young Wood accompanied his regi-

He was 
there for a period of eleven months, 
returning to the Philippines in Juno 
last. 
Wood's letters W his parents 


have been frequent and in them, he 
has told of tho army operations and 
of the pleasure he took in military 
service.

total of 144 survivors of the famous 
old regiment in attendance at the re- 
union in Fort Wayne yesterday, and 
the splendid day's program, closed 
-with a monster evening campfirc at 
Saengerbund hull, in which the Elev- 
enth Indiana battery actively par- 
ticipated. 
The attendance tested the 


capacity of the auditorium, and a 
spirit of patriotic enthusiasm per- 
meated the entire meeting. 


Col. 
C. E. Briant presided at the 


campfirc, wi'th Lieut, CTolm Otto, of 
the Eleventh buttery, as vice presi- 
dent, and Capt. A. H. Dougall as 
master 
of 
ceremonies. 
Hev. L. 


Coomer invoked divine blessing upon 
the assemblage, and the Sons of Vet- 
erans' quartet rendered a selection. 
Hev. T. A. Pattee spoke on "Sons of 
Veterans/' taking the place of Hon. 
J. Iff. Robinson, who is ill and could 
not be present 
Hcv. Pattee was 


forceful and eloquent, and was heart- 
ily applauded. 


LIEUT. GOV. GILBERT. 


One of the features of the evening 


was the address of Lieutenant Gov-

17, 1863, and re-entered the service 
as colonel of *the 139th regiment, 
Cyrus B. Briant, lieutenant colonel, 
was promoted, 
brevetted 
colonel 


March 13, 1865, and was mustered 
out as lieutenant colonel with the 
regiment* 
At 'the time of tde forma- 


tion of the Eigrhty-eiglit regiment 
the confederate army under Kirby 
Smith was threatening the city of 
I/>ui$ville, and 'the Eighty-eighth 
was hurric'd there, arriving August 
30* 
Beaching the Kentucky city 


the regiment was assigned a place on 
lihe defenses of the city, remaining 
until October 1, when it was placed 
in Kosseau's division of the Seven- 
teenth brig-a'de, an'd marched with 
the army of the Ohio in pursuit of 
Bragg, 


At the batitlo of Perryvillc the 


Eighty-eighth was in the right of 
Rosseau's division, and against it the 
confederates directed their fiercest 
acsaults. 
Though suffering fright- 


ful loss the brigade held the enemy 
in check until night closed the bat- 
tle, and General Kosseau subsequent- 
ly complimented tlie Eighty-eighth 
regiment for its steadiness under fire. 


WBRE ON THE MOVE. 


The Eigbty-eighith joined in the 


pursuit of the fleeing confederates as 
far as Crab Orchard, then returning 
by way cf I/ebanon, marched to Tyres 
Springs and then to Nashville. 
In 


the reorganization of the army in 
November, 1862, the Eighty-eighth 
was assigned 
to Beatty's second 


brigade of Hosseau's first division oi 
the Army of the Cumberland, moved 
with the advance of the main army 
upon Murfrcesboro, participating in 
the terrific battle of Stone Kiver, and 
in the heroic deeds which crowned 
that battle non'3 exceeded the efforts 
of Rosseau's splendid division, Beat- 
ty's brigade, on the evening of Jan- 
uary 3rd, made the final charge of 
the battle, carrying the enemy's en- 
trenchments, and that night the con- 
federates abandoned Murf reesboro. In 
this battle the EigOity-eighth lost 
eight killed and forty-six wounded. 


The regiment moved to Murfrees- 


boro, and remained in camp in this 
vicinity until June 24, 1863. 
Then 


commenced a forward movement, and 
the Eighty-eighth was engaged in 
fights at Hoover's Gap, Tullahoma, 
Hillsborough and Elk Hiver. Cross- 
ing the Cumberland, Sand and Look- 
out ranges of mountains, the division 
had a severe engagement with Gen- 
eral Polk's fortes a!t Du^ Gap, Ga. 
September 19, 20 arid 21 the regi- 
ment was engaged in the fearful bat- 
tle of Chickamauga, the division fin- 
ally forming the rear guard when 
the army fell back toward Chatta- 
nooga. 


AMONG THE CLOUDS. 


Late in November with the com- 


mand of General Hooker the Eighty- 
eighth scaled Lookout mountain and 
'•fought among the clouds." 
The 


next day it was in the dharge at Mis- 
sion Ridge, 'and was among the first 
to plant the union flag upon the rebel 
works. 
A few days later it was en- 


gaged ait Graysvillc arid Kingg-old, 
assisting in the capture of a confed- 
erate "battery. 
In February, 1864, 


it was a part of the force which oc- 
cupied Tunnel Hill, Ga. 


The Eighty-eighth moved with 


Sherman in the campaign against 
Atlanta, participating in 'the engage- 
ments at Buzzard Roost, Rcsaca, Dnl- 
las, Kenesaw Mountain; Peach Tree 
Creek, Atlanta 
and 
TTtoy Creek, 


marching with the main army on its 
triumphal entry into Atlarita. 
The 


next active work was a 300 mile 
movement to drive Ho'od northward, 
the regiment returning 'to Kingston, 
Ga., in November. 
Then began the 


famous "march to the sea," this regi- 


j nient moving with the column which 
pcnorated the enemy's country by th« 
way of Milledgcville, Louisville and 
Millen, the "lost anny" entering Sa- 
vannah after a march of 360 miles.

KEPOKT OF COMMITTEE WAS A 


SURPRISE. 


The city council bludgeoned that. 


Hairisou street interurban franchise 
List night by voting 10 to S to lay the 
ordinance cf approval on the table. 
The motion to table was made by 
Councilman Scheid.

It WAS a more or less heated ses- 


sion, gtimislied with several sur- 
prises. 
The greatest surprise -was 


the report of the committee on fran- 
chises, which disapproved in toto the 
contract made by the board of works 
with the Port Wayne and Southwest- 
ern company for the use of Chicago 
and Harrison streets. 
It was agreed 


at a meeting held by the committee 
Sunday that the Harrison street fran- 
chise should be reported favorably 
with some modification, most notable 
of which was the elimination of Chi- 
cago street. 


HOW IT CAHE ABOOT. 


The debate liad gone on after the 


reading of the committee's report, 
Councilman Hen'ch fighting against 
Councilman Sordelet's motion to con- 
cur. 
Brief speeches had been made, 


petitions ha'd been read and finally 
Councilman Hench moved that the 
franchise and 'all matters pertaining 
to it be submitted to committee of 
the whole. ' This proposal appeared 
to find favor and there was a seem- 
ing prospect that the motion -would 
rarry. 
Just then Henry Colerick 


crossed the reserved area to Council- 
man Scheid and whispered to him. 
A. moment later Councilman Scheid 
executed a brilliant <coup by moving 
to lay the matter on the table. This 
carried by the vote detailed in tha 
foregoing1, killed the ordinance and 
relieved several members of a look 
of distress. 


CHAMBER 'WAS CROWDED. 


The council chamber was crowded 


when the session began. 
There were 


In the animated lobby i^-any Harrison 
street property owners, there to op- 
pose by the moral effect of their pres- 
ence any approval of the franchise, 
and there was a much larger force of 
business men, workingmen and citi- 
zens generally who- hoped to encour- 
age favorable action by the council. 


The reading of the committee's re- 


port produced surprise and consterna- 
tion-. 
It was -wholly unexpected, and 


as Clerk Smith proceeded with the 
committee's unequivocal announce- 
ment that it absolutely 'denied any 
naw route whatever there was a sen- 
sation. 


The report read, Councilman Sorde- 


let moved concurrence. 
Mr. Hench 


took the floor and begged that the 
council give heed to scm& petitions 
favoring the ordinance before finil 
action should be taken. 
Mr. Hench 


admonished the members that these 
petitions contained enough names to 
effect the political future of every 
member of the council. 


MOTION CONCtTRKED IN. 


The motion was put and the report 


concurred in. 
Thereupon was pre- 


sented to the attention cf the courci1. 
a mass of petitions signed by prac- 
tically all of the business men of 
Fort Wayne and hundreds of other 
citizsns. 
One s'igned by eleven own- 


ers of the most valuable property on 
Harrison street was among them, Mx\ 
Sordelet opposed the incorporation of 
the petitions into the record* saying 
thn.t it ould not change the situation 
any. 
''Besides, any one can be hire:! 


to go around and get names to peti- 
tions," he added. 


This brought Mr. Hench again to 


his feet and ho repudiated Mr Sor- 
delet's insinuation, 
declaring that 


the petitions wcrs signed voluntarily 
by business men and laboring men 
who wsre interested in the welfare of 
the city. 


The First ward member said he 


did not purpose to burden the records 
with the long1 petitions, but he 
wanted them before the council and 
he wanted to protest against the 
covert meaning of the Ninth ward 
member's remarks.

Hosey responded that the matter was 
already decided and insisted that the 
ordinance be placed upon its passage. 
As an amendment to the motion ot 
Mr. Hench he moved that the ordin- 
ance be placed upon its final passage.

ADMIRAL SCHLEY REACHES THE 


AGE LIMIT. 


DOES NOT LOOK HIS YEARS 


IS PRESENT AT THE COURT OF 


INQUIRY. 


ADMIRAL TAYLOR EXAMINED 


IMPORTANT TESTIMONY CUVEK 


TO THE COURT. 


Washington, 
Oct. 9.—Notwith- 


standing today marks an important 
turning point in the career of Rear 
•Admiral Schley, being nothing- less 
Uian the date of his. transfer from the 
active to the retired list of the navy, 
he was in his accustomed seat within 
the railing of the Schley court of in- 
quiry and gave his usual attention 
to the proceedings of the court. 


The retirement of Admiral Schley 


is in accordance with law, he having 
reached the age of sixty-two years. 


It was generally remarked that he 


did. not look liis age. 


The formal proceedings of" the day 


began with the 
reintroduction of 


Lieut. M. Bristol, 
formerly watch 


ofiicer on the Texas, as a witness. 
He was under cross-examination 
when the court adjourned last night 
and Mr. 'Raynor continued his ques- 
tions today. 


Other witnesses on the list for the 


day 
included Lieut. 
Commander 


Templin H. Potts, who was navigator 
on the Massachusetts during the war 
with Spain; Lieut. A. W. Grant, who 
was also oflfthe Massachusetts; Sear 
Admiral H. C. Taylor, who as cap- 
tain, commanded the battleship In- 
diana; Commander Win. H. Schuetze, 
who was navigator on the Iowa, and 
Lieut. Jonas H. Holden, -who as an 
officer on the Scorpion made the log 
record of the communication of Com- 
mander 
Sutherland to Commodore 


Schley concerning- the condition off 
Santiago. 


It was not expected that all these 


would be heard today. If not, they 
will be called tomorrow. 


LIEUT. BRISTOL EXAMINED. 
Mi'. Raynor began his examination 


o£ Lieutenant Bristol with questions 
concerning1 the accuracy of the stadi- 
meter for the measurement of dis- 
tances at sea. He asked if he would 
rather trust his own visual observa- 
tion for a 1,000 yards range than the 
instrument. 


The witness stated that the stadi- 


me'cera were more accurate for dis- 
tances below 4,000 yards than above 
that distance. At that distance he 
would make several observations for 
confirmation of visual observation. 


Mr. Raynor also interrogated Lieu- 


tenant Bristol concerning liis esti- 
mate, made soon after the arrival of 
the fleet off Santiago, that the Span- 
ish shore batteries amounted to but 
little.

erms. 
"3. This neutrality is guaranteed 
iy the United States alone, and other 
maritime powers are not invited to 
jarticipate in such guarantee. Great 
Britain is inferentially one of the 
-,-uarantors, because she is a party to 
his treaty. 


4. In case of war the United 


states reserves the right to take such 
teps for its own protection as it may 
ueem proper."

BE-CRtTITED AT FOBT WAYNE. 
.Che Eleventh battery of light ar- 


tillery, Indiana volunteers, -was re- 
cruited at Fort 'Wayne and mustere< 
into the service at Indianapolis De- 
cember 11, 1861, with 'Arnold'Suter 
meister as captain. 
Soon after its 


organization the battery proceeded to 
Louisville and movE-d with Genera 
Buell's army to Nashville, arriving 
tliere February 26, 1862. From 
thence the battery moved with its 
division to Pittsburg Landing, arriv 
ing at the close 
of the battle 
o. 


Sniloh and participating in the siegi 
of Corinth which followed. Upon thi 
evacuation of Corinth the battery 
moved with the main, army through 
northern Mississippi to Tuscumbia 
Ala., and thence to Huntsville, where 
it went into camp in July. The rebe 
General Bragg having transferred a 
large part of his army through. Ala- 
bama and Georgia, reached Chatta- 
nooga in advance of General Buell's 
forces, turned his left and moving up 
the Sequatchie valley, crossed Ten 
nessee and entered Kentucky. 


CHASED GENEBAL BRAGG. 


General Buell's army fell hack to 


Nashville and then moved in pursui 
of the rebel army. The Eleventh bat- 
tery moved with the main column 
and after the pursuit of Bragg hat 
ceased, returned to Nashville, and 
upon the reorganization of the army 
under General Eosecrans, was assign 
ed to the Third division, Twenty-firs 
army corps. After the battle of Stone 


liver and the 
occupation of 3Eur- 


Ireesooro, the battery went into camp 
ueai- that place. 


June 24, 1863, the Eleventh bat- 


tery moved with the main army upon 
the enemy's position at Tullahoma, 
which place was abandoned by the 
confederates, who fell back across the 
Tennessee river. The battery halted 
nt Cowan's Station. General Sheri- 
dan's division, to which it was as- 
signed, was engaged during the 
months of July and August in guard- 
,ng the railroad from Decherd, Tenn., 
:o Stevenson, Ala., and sections of 
the Eleventh battery were stationed 
at. important points along the rail- 
road. . 


August 10 a general forward move- 


ment was' made and General "Sheri- 
dan's division crossed the Tennessee 
river at Bridgeport,upon a bridge of 
its own'construction. Moving by 
way of Trenton, the division joined 
its corps near Winston's Gap. From 
thence the battery moved to Stevens' 
Gap. 


The battle of Chickamauga began 


September 19 and Sheridan's division 
moved to support the right of Crit- 
tenden's corps at 
Gordon's Mill. 


Here a terrific engagement tools 
place, with great loss on both sides, 
hut Sheridan's division held its posi- 
tion, and at 
one time 
gallantly 


charged the enemy, 
recapturing a 


battery. The following day the fight 
was renewed with great fury, anc 
the enemy having1 broken a portion 
of our line, our army retired to Boss- 
villt- and then to Chattanooga. 


WAS SEVEBELY ENGAGES. 
The Eleventh battery was severely 


engaged in this battle, losing heav- 
ily in killed and wounded. Arriving 
at Chattanooga the battery 
took 


position in the fortifications and was 
engaged in -the siege of that place 
It took part in the battle of Mission 
Bidge November 25 and .remained 
in Chattanooga during the following 
winter. 


(March 5, 1864, a number of mem- 


bers of the battery re-enlisted as vet- 
erans at Chattanooga. In May the 
battery moved with 
General Sher 


man's army upon the campaign 
against Atlanta and took part in the 
principal engagements and 'move- 
ments that crowned that campaign 
with success. After the capture o- 
Atlanta the Eleventh battery return 
ed to Chattanooga, where it remained 
until on November 21, 1864, sixty 
five of its members were transferred 
to the Eighteenth Indiana battery 
•and consolidated with it and thi 
Eleventh -battery lost its designation 
the mew organization being known 
as the Eighteenth battery. 


The consolidated battery remainei 


at Chattanooga until orders were re 
ceived to proceed to Indianapolis fo 
muster out. June 7, 1865, th 
Eighteenth battery was mustered ou 
of service at Indianapolis. •

There arc those who see in the teach- 
ing of Confucius and the practice of 
his pupils something higher than the 
more spiritual doctrine of Christ is 
ever likely to.produce;

We propose to approach the ques- 


Thought, 
imagination, mental and moral con- 
siderations of every kind are to be 
put aside and questions asked and 
answered by .the body itself. 
What 


are its tastes, its likes and dislikes? 
How does it demean itself so far as 
its senses are concerned? What is 
its stage of development? Every in- 
dividual man has gone through in 
his own experience the whole chaptei 
of evolutionary history. 
What his 


delights were as a child are not his 
delights today; he has outlived his 
childhood, or, better still, take note 
of his own little one, what do we find 
with regard to his 'sense of hearing, 
for example? Is not his chief char- 
acteristic a love of noise? Does he 
not revel in the boom of cannon, the 
crackle of fireworks, the clash oi 


as every householder knows, 
these 


things of higher promise have to be 
balanced 
against 
others, 
viands 


which at times scent the whole neigh- 
borhood. Traces of this stage remain 
among ourselves 
in the taste for 


"high" game, Limburger cheese and 
the like. 


Coming lastly to the 
sense of 


feeling, we find a'paradoxical state

BTJSSIA'S VAST GRAIN ABEA, 
The Trans-Siberian" toad has beeii 


engineered so that ft runs through 
the richest part of ' the territory, 
writes Rev. Peter MacQueen in Les- 
lie's Weekly. 
The name Siberia 


stands for all the Asiatic dominions 
of 
Aussia 
except 
Transcaucasia, 


Transcaspia and Turkestan. It is at 
present divided into the following 
provinces: Western Siberia, Includ- 
ing the governments of Tobolsk and 
Tomsk, in the basin of the Ob river. 
Its area is 43,000 square geographi- 
cal miles. The southern part of these 
regions, lying immediately east of 
the Urals, stretches far south toward 
the Khirgiz Steppe borderland and 
the region known as Baraba. 
Over 


an area twice as large as Japan this 
West Siberian plain is composed of 
black earth, and has scarcely a rock 
or 
stone. 
This black earth, or 


chernoziom, is the real treasure of 
Siberia, and makes the. western plain 
the granary of Bussia. Wheat, rye, 
oats and barley are grown in large 
quantities; crops of many fold were 
reaped last year. 
The two things 


that militate against the crops are 
the late frosts and the want of snow 
in winter. But when I rode through 
the wheat fields in June the land 
seemed as rich and prosperous as Da- 
kota. 
For hundreds of miles, even 


up as far north as Tobolsk, at 59 de- 
grees, I saw nothing but grain fields 
growing green. Winter wheat is sel- 
dom sown, but spring wheat is sown 
from April 10. Frosts in the wheat 
area generally begin in September. 
The land is tilled by the fallow-land 
system; that is, one section is sown 
without fertilizing for ten years, and 
then allowed to lie fallow lor ten

In 1851 the schooner yacht Amer- 


ica, built by George Steers, and owned 
by several Americans, was sent to the 
•world's fair, in loadon, as an exhibit 
of our type of fore-and-aft vessels. 
Arriving in England, her owners 
challenged all comers, hut no atten- 
tion -was paid to them. Challenging 
a second time, they were told that 
they might enter their yacht in a re- 
gatta to take place on August 82. 
They then learned for the first time 
that* cup had been offered for yachts 


' of all nations. 
They entered their 


schooner, and She brought home that 


still here, and it is called 
cup. 
It is 


tho 'America's cup. 
Its name is not 


the America cup, nor the queen's cup. 
It is simply the America's cup, the 
cup 'brought home by the America. 
Sixteen yachts started in the regatta 
on August 22, 1851, ranging from 
the forty-seven^tonnar Aurora 'to the 
'three-master schooner Brilliant, 393 
tons. 
The start was from 'the Isle 


of Wight. 


The fleet got a-way from a one-gun 


start at 10 a. m., with a light -wester- 
ly -wind. At 11:30, when .the yachts 
had rounded No Man's Land buoy and 
•were on the windward part at 'the 
course, the wind freshened 'to six 
knots, and America walked out two 
miles to windward of the rest.' The 
wind fell light, and with a s'tirong 
head tide the yachts beat up under 
ShanMln Chine, America, still gain- 
ing.

Sir 'William Crookes in one of his 


recent addresses before the British 
associaltion predicted that by tho 
ye'.ir 1931 we would a-11 starve for 
lack of bread. 


Tor, if the EWorld continues to in- 


irease at the present rate, there will 
then be a shortage of seventeen mil- 
lion bushels of wheat, unless the 
yield pel- acre is increased. Crookes 
says, however: "Before we are in 
the grip -of actual dea-fch the chemist 
will step in 'and postpone tine day of 
famine to so distant a period that we 
and our sons 'an'd our grandsons may 
legitimately live without undue soli- 
citude for rtiho future." 


The solution of the. food question 


lies in the artificial production of 
nitre, to he used as a manure, which 
will increase the amount of grain 
grown par acre. 'But the problem 
that confronts the world is the ob- 
taining of .the nitre, as th® deposits 
are fast becoming exhausted. 


Chemists have found that it is pos- 


sible to burn the nitrogen and oxy- 
gen In >i3ie air to nitrate, but it. has 
not b£«n practicable so far, as the 
tempsratUTe . required is very high 
and .the product— nitric acid^-would 
destroy most any utensil that could 
be employed. The -grafat problem of 
apparatus in which the nitre 'can be 
manufactured is 'being solved by the 
making of vessels of vitrified silica. 


But altogether the nitric acid itself 


is 'of value, its sodium and potassium 
salts are far more necessary to hu- 
man existence. 
Eor without potas- 


sium nitrate we could have no gur.- 
powder to fight with, and sodium 
nitrate or nitre is, according to Pru- 
fissor Crookes, the substance which 
is to increase the yield of wheat to 
such an estent that those of us who 
live thirty years -will not have to die 
of starvation ?r go without the staff 
of life either.

-MAN'S WILL WAS TATTOOED. 


Perhaps it was not parsimony, as 


his relatives alleged, that led a Mex- 
ican miser who recently died to tattoo 
Ms last .will and testament upon Ms 
body.. They allege that the deced- 
ent, named Moreche, in order to save 
the cost of pen, ink and paper, im- 
printed his will indelibly upon Jus 
body with some red pigment. When 
the old miser died his heirs protested 
against the burial of the body and 
petitioned the court to have the re- 
markable "human document" ad- 
mitted to probate. It was a knotty 
problem, but the court decided that 
a copy should have the full effect of 
an original will.. After the copy had 
been made the old miser was buried 
by his legatees, the original will be- 
ing "filed for reference," as it were. 


This case is another instance of the 


imaginations of authors being real- 
ized in fact. In one oJ.Hider Hag- 
gard's stories the plot hinges upon 
the existence of just such a tattooed 
will, only in the case of Bider Hag- 
gard's-man the will was tattooed on 
Ms back because he was shipwrecked 
and there were no pens, ink or paper 
hauds-ior the drawing up of the "last 
will and testament." In the case of 
the Mexican miser the tattooed will 
could be read easily, and the copy of 
it was attested by four witnesses be- 
fore being admitted to probate. 


GROOMING OTO ORANGES. 


The interest which has centered in 


the recent experiments in aerial navi- 
gation by M. Santos-Dumont at 
Paris calls attention to the peculiar 
circumstances that it has always 
been in France that the most experi- 
menting has been done, and the 
greatest progress made, not only in 
navigation through the air, but in 
navigation' under the water. 


In the construction of submarine 


vessels France "now occupies easily 
first place, while it is generally ad- 
mitted that Santos-Bumont's ma- 
chine, notwithstanding its recent un- 
successful trial, marks a distinct ad- 
vance on all other aerial ships. 


The first attempts to make ascen- 


sions hy -means of 'balloons were 
made in Paris in the year 1783. 
Pilatre des Bosiers was the first and 
most illustrious of the long list of 
aeronauts who have fallen victims to 
their desire to advance the art of 
aero-statics. 


In July and August of the year 


1783 balloons filled with hydrogen 
gas (were sent up from Paris, and in 
September, at Versailles, the first 
balloon was sent up freighted with 
.iving animals. 


In the same year Montgolfier -con- 


structed a balloon which he claimed 
would be capable of carrying passen- 
gers, his workshop being on the gar- 
dens of the Faubourg Stl Antoine. 
The balloon was sixty feel; in height 
and forty-eight broad. Its exterior 
was 3-ichly painted and embroidered, 
their being represented upon it the 
twelve signs of the zodiac, the arms 
of the king of France, and number- 
less fleur-de-lis, and lower down, 
amid a crowd of grotesque heads and 
garlands of flowers, a flock of eagles, 
with extended wings, that seemed to 
be flying and supporting the huge 
balloon upon their shoulders. 


Below the balloon proper was con- 


structed a circular platform of wick- 
er-work, covered with silk, which 
was used as a car. 
This platform 


was very large, and; was surrounded 
by a balustrade to prevent the aero- 
nauts from falling out. In the cen- 
ter of this-platform,, or car, was an 
opening; below which was suspended 
by chains an iron sfcove, which was 
to be used for rarifying the; air in the 
balloon, while in one corner was a 
magazine, intended for the storing up 
of an immense quantity 
of straw, 


which served as fuel. 


Pilatre 
des Boaiers, 
generally 


alone, but at one time accompanied 
by the Marquis d'Arlandes, and on 
another occasion by M. Girond de Vil- 
lette, had ascended in the 'balloon, 
without cutting the rope which held 
it captive, to a height of 1,290 feet. 


Hosiers lad 'much difficulty in ob- 


taining permission from the king to 
make an ascent without being held 
down by the rope, but consent was at 
last secured, and on the 20th of No- 
vember, 1783, everything was made 
ready. -During the day the wind and 
rain was violent, and it was found 
necessary to postpone the ascent. 
The next day, the 21st, the weather 
was more favorable, -and at 1:30 in 
the afternoon, in the presence of the 
Dauphin and his suite, Pilatre des 
'Bosiers and the Marquis d'Arlandes 
set out together from the Jardins de 
la Muette upon the first aerial voy- 
age ever attempted and performed. 
The wind was still very rough, and 


possibly may have been the desire of 
the aeronauts to descend to find a 
more favorable current of air, for 
while opening the valve to let the 
cold air iuto the cylinder, unfortu- 
nately a huge rent was made in the 
balloon. The consequences were im- 
mediate and horrible. At that time 
the balloon was 1,700 feet above the 
surface of the earth. A few mo- 
ments afterward the two aeronauts 
lay on the ground dead and horribly 
mutilated. 


5Tear the spot where Pilatre des 


Bosiers was buried a monument was 
erected in 1853 to commemorate the 
almost miraculous crossing of the 
sea by Blanchard, upon the very spot 
of earth on which that intrepid aero- 
naut descended. He had become for 
France a hero, and numbers of in- 
scriptions are still readable.

| SCHOOL TO TEACH WIVES I 
«***•**************•:•******* 


A school for wives is the latest ed- 


ucational institution that appears in 
this age of the specializing of in- 
struction. 
England has it, and it is 


the outcome of the National Training 
School of Cookery at London, which 
has enlarged its scope and changed 
its name. 


The new institution- promises to 


meet with -greater success than the 
attempts which have been made in 
this country to compass the same ends 
by introducing courses in household 
science into college curricula. 
Col- 


lege girls are apt to object to the 
American plan. Those of 'them who 
are not preparing for housewifely 
protest against wasting their time on 
[t. 
And there is a pretty general 


opinion among college women -that 
household science, like law and medi- 
cine and theology, should be taught 
in a separate school, where those who 
wish to become specialists in it could 
find it, and' where those who don't 
expect to practice'it can let it alone. 


Just that idea has been achieved 
n this English School for .Wives. 
The duke of Bedford is the president 
of the institution, and there is a 
woman superintendent, Mrs. Charles 
Clarke. 
Instruction is provided toy 


a corps of eighteen teachers. 
The 


pupils include three classes, those 
who want to become competent to 
manage their own homes, those who 
are preparing to become teachers, and 
those who are preparing to enter 'do- 
mestic service. 


The course of instruction- covers a 


period of thirteen weeks, with the 
'hours of attendance from 10 to 3 
o'clock every week-day, except Satur- 
day. 
The tuition- is ten- guineas, or 


a iittle over §50, a year. 
There are 


thirty-two lessons in cookery, thir- 
teen In needlework, eight in house 
cleaning and twelve in l?.\vndry work. 
The keeping of household accounts, 
-the relative values of different food 
stuffs, the art of buying goods, the 
respective duties of mistress and 
maid, the selection of a site for a 
house, sanitation, ventilation, etc., 
are among the subjects that receive 
attention.

The administrations of all the vice 


presidents whom death, sent to the 
presidency were, as judged at the 
time, failures—Johnson's 
in the 


largest degree, Tyler's in the next 
largest and Fillmore's in the smallest 
—except Arthur's, which very agree- 
ably surprised the people by its con- 
servatism and sanity. Arthur, how- 
ever, had the misfortune of belong- 
ing to a faction of his party which 
was at war with the element which 
controlled the executive during .the 
incumbency of his official chief, Gar- 
field. .The death of Garfield, which 
promoted Arthur, gave the asc&nd- 
ancy to the element of tibe party 
which was beaten in the national 
convention "which, put Garfield and 
Arthur on the ticket.

From that time onward, however, 
Arthur ceased^ to be a f actionist. He 
withdrew from the active, support of 
the interests of Conkling and Platt; 
and maintained a dignity and a re- 
serve which did something toward 
disarming the distrust felt for him 
by the opposite element of Ids party, 
and in his tiiree and a ikalf years in 
the white house he aimed to give the 
country a creditable administration, 
and succeeded in his endeavor. 


The failure of the vice presidents 


whom death promoted was oftener 
the result of circumstances over 
which ithey had no control than it 
was of any shortcoming in them- 
selves. 
This was particularly true 


in the case of Tyler, although, this 
is not the view which is generally 
taken of that president. Tyler was 
51 years of age when Harrison's 
death in April, 1841, after Harrison 
had ibeen in office only a month, sent 
him to the presidency. He was well 
educated, was .graduated from Will- 
iam and Mary college, as many of tois 
family ware. In the same institution 
one of his sons, Lyon Gardner Tyler, 
has been president for the past dozen 
years. He served in the legislature 
of his state, Virginia; was its gov- 
ernor for several years, and was in 
both branches of congress. His en- 
tire public service before he reached 
the presidency covered about a quar- 
ter of a century. At the outset in his

1815. 
Hllmore's signatures to the 


compromise bills of 1850 averted the 
civil war for nearly a dozen years, to 
the material advantage of the north 
and the Union. 
Johnson's adminis- 


tration coerced Napoleon III. 
into 


evacuating Mexico, and thus led to 
the overthrow of the Maximilian gov- 
ernment and the resumption of con- 
trol by the Mexicans themselves. His 
administration annexed Alaska.

has already been showned that Ar- 
thur made a very creditable record. 
Regimes of which all this can be said

delegates who selected the Lincoln 
and Johnson ticket of 1864, and they 
cast an overwhelming majority of the 
votes which elected it, but Johnson, 
who had 'been a democrat all his life, 
was known to everybody in the con- 
vention to be a democrat still.

nomination for vice president was a 
recognition of the support which the 
war democrats rendered to the cause 
of the Union in the army and in con- 
press, and was a bid for their votes 
for the .ticket in the election.

While Addressing His Com- 


rades—The Campflre. 


PETITION FOR CLEMENCY. 


Hon. Emory G. Melendy, of Fre- 


mont, -who was stricken by paralysis 
while addressing his old army com- 
rades ot the 
One Hundred and 


Twenty-ninth regiment at the camp- 
fire in Saengerbund hall Thursday 
evening, was considerably improved 
next morning, and left on an early 
train for his tame at Fremont, Steu- 
ben county. He was very weak and 
still suffered somewhat from the ef- 
fects of his illness, but was cheerful 
and hopeful. 


Adjutant Melendy's sudden illness 


'brought an air of sadness into the ex- 
ercises which were closing a day of 
pleasurable reunion of old army com- 
rades. A large audience had gath- 
ered at Saengerbund hall to partici- 
pate in the exercises of the camp- 
fire, and Mr. Melendy, who is a uni- 
versal favorite among the old sol- 
diers, was upon the stage in the 
midst of a pleasant reminiscence, 
when he suddenly reeled, tois voice 
died away to a whisper and he sank 
into a. chair helpless and almost un- 
conscious. He nad sustained a stroke 
of paralysis. Comrades rushed to his 
aid and Dr. W. W. Barnett was 
quickly summoned. The police am- 
bulance conveyed the patient to the 
New Aveline hotel, where the phy- 
sician, continued his efforts, 
and 


within a few hours there was a de- 
cided improvement in his condition.

Boston, Oct. 4.—The Massachusetts

Concluding 
this division of his speech, Mr. Elder 
said: 


:One thing more, the right of free 


speech must not be denied; full and 
fair discussion, of public men and po- 
litical issues are a part of our herit- 
age. 
But caricature, denunciation, 


foul abuse and contemptuous ridicule 
of the president from whatever source 
they come, must cease." 


SENATOR HOAR'S SPEECH. 


In speaking feelingly cf the as- 


sassination of President McKinley, 
Senator Hoar said: 


"We can undoubtedly provide some 


additional legal safeguards against 
the recurrence of this terrible crime, 
but we cannot give up free speech or 
constitutional liberty because of the 
'danger of a recurrence of such crimes. 
The restraining of free speech and of 
free press, disagreeable as are their 
excesses, must come in the main from 
the individual's sense of duty and 
not by law. 


"You and I," said Senator Hoar, 


"are republicans. You and I are men 
of the -north. Most of us are Pro- 
testants in religion. We are men,of 
native birth. Yet, if every republi- 
can were today to fall in his place, as 
William McKinley has fallen, I be- 
lieve our countrymen of other party, 
in spite of what we deem their errors, 
would take the republic and bear on

kin in all the kingdom •of Pha.iv.oh. 
He knew not a word 
of the lan- 


guags. 
Never was a youth more 


de£'~lute. Net only did he not own 
the clothes on 'his back, ho did not 
•own ihe back that bore his clothes. 


A destitute youth 
is, still, more 


likely to become a successful man 
than is the p:uupsxed sou of opulent 
parentage.

Silas .came out from, the dungeon of 
the PhiliLppian jaul stronger, purer 
and sweeter .tihan when they went 
into it- 


John Bunyan spen't sixteen years 


in prison. 
But every page and para- 


graph, of his "Pilgrim's Progress" is 
as sweet-smelling- as the rods of 
Sharon. It all depends upon who the 
prisoner is. . Looking- upon this 
prisoner we note that lie was con- 
signed (lesson verse 20) to "a place 
where the Icing's prisoners were 
bound." 
There, rather than where 


the rabble were confined. He dropped 
far b'enealth the place to which liia 
merits haU lifteicL him, but he took 
no hurt by the fall. 


The reader of these lines will hard- 


ly ever be bound in a ma'terial prison, 
and therefore can have but 'a super- 
ficial interest in 'the story of Joseph, 
unless for a prison of walls 'and pave- 
ments and cells -and convicts we sub- 
stitute a prison of every sort of hard- 
ship. 


HIS EXAMPLE PROFITABLE. 
Ar.d then if we 'are minded to carry 


ourselves as Joseph carried himself 
in Pharaoh's prison, the points of 
his experience may serve us as a 
profitable lesson help. 
And first of 


all we should observe that Joseph be- 
lieved (xxxix., 2) the Lord, wlio was 
with him in prosperity, was as cer- 
tainly with him (lesson verse 21) in 
adversity. 
Tc-o apt 'arc many, if not 


most, to recognize the presaucj of 
Providence when the sunlight of suc- 
cess cheers their way onward, but 
less faith in the fairness of the heav- 
enly Pfij'jher if without fault of their 
own they fall into trouble. 
They 


have either na knowledge or no use 
for that oraale of inspiration: "Whom 
the Lord lovath Ho chndtenctii." Jo- 
seph se'ts a higher example of atead- 


fast faith alike v.ttt5w clear sM°s Mifl 
clouds. 


Notice all the admirable manliness 


in this young man. Degraded from 
a courtier's confidence and palace to 
a penal stronghold and liable to what 
doom he did not know, lie heiil his 
tongue, instead of telling on the 
temptress. By the whim of the mon- 
arch his head might be ordered oft" 
at any hour, but not a syllabls in 
self-defense do we hear from his lips. 


Wardens of prisons have told us 


that not one in a hundred convicts 
bear quietly their sentence. 
Thej 


bitterly blame their bad fate on 
somebody else. 
This disposition is 


inherited from Adam. But as it was 
nothing -to Adam's credit, it has 
never been a praise to others. The 
innocent cnn well afford to wait, al- 
though for awhile they suffer un- 
justly. There is in God's economy a 
retributive element which overtak'is 
the wrongdoer all the sooner if (I, 
Peter, iv., 16) his victim suffers as a 
Christian. 
Or if the wrongdoer 


not overtaken the wronged one is so 
relieved as to show that the Lord 
with him. 


EEWAUD FOB THE VICTIM. 
Thus it fell out to Joseph. We do 


not know whether or when justice 
was meted out to that wicked wornari. 
But we do see how the Lord rewarded 
her victim by giving Joseph (le=son 
verses 21-23) marvelous favor with 
the prison officials. In a not incon- 
spicuous public career which has af- 
forded me large opportunity 
for 


studying human life, more than 00.2 
or a few cases have come under ray 
notice which illustrates this very 
thing—that if one as absolutely right 
in his intention and purposes, al- 
though, circumstances may go against 
him for the time, hi« rectitude will 
be rewarded by a just and holy Prov- 
idence in one way or another. There- 
fore "let patience (have her perfect 
work." 


Observe -again (lesson xl., 
1-15) 


that Joseph proved his soundness of 
character by as great usefulness and 
fidelity in the degraded sitiiation as 
he had in the courtier's palace. Fi- 
delity is a sure passport to place and 
and preference. 
It is because so 


many young men cannot be trusted 
in whatever place they are put that 
so many young, and older men, too, 
are not put into 'better places. Em- 
ployers of labor always have va- 
cancies awaiting applicants who have 
character and capacity equal to the 
demands of the opening. 


PIBMilN' HIS FIRST FAITH. 
Once more notice .'that Joseph was 


firm in 'his first faith, that the Lord 
who appeared to him in u dream and 
promised him supremacy over all his 
brethren was worthy of unchanging 
confidence. 
And so it was not Ms 


way, as it has 'been with too many in 
the time cf trial, to cast off faith in 
God, saying all those notions I once 
had were mere dreams. 


Joseph was sure that the God of 


the dream would be the God of ihis 
brighter coming days. 
And when 


the two culprits from Pharaoh's pal- 
ace became prisoners (lesson xl., 1-3) 
with him "and -had-troublous dreams, 
Joseph promptly undertook to in- 
terpret them. 
And as he was no 


necromancer, but believed in. the Lord 
as the revealer of secrets, he went to 
God with the dreams of the butcher 
and baker and brought back an 
•planation which time proved to be 
true. 


Faith, in God, is counted foolishness 


by some, but those who have trusted 
most implicitly and persistently have 
been they whose testimony is that it 
is not a vain thing to do.

Recently at Marion, Ind., "W. H. 


Herchon 
celebrated his fifty-ninth 


birthday anniversary, but If he lives as. 


s r.s Methuselah lie will still be tbe 


"Drummer Boy of Shiloh," the bravo 
boy TVho led tho attack at that battle, 
saved his captain's life and captured a 
Confederate colonel. It all happened 
in about sixty Eccoutfs on tbe famous 
field of Sbilob, a fierce charge of the 
Thirtieth Indiana volunteer skirmish- 
ers on the flank of a rebel battery. 
Will Merchoii was the trumpeter, de- 
tailed from the drum corps, and, rush- 
Ing through o. dense underbrush^ came 
out a few feet ahead of his company. 
The boyish heart stood, still us he 
found himself in the presence qf a 
rebel colonel, who was on. horseback 
recoimoiterins tho field. He instantly 
covered the boy :with"hls rovdlvei1 and 
commanded him to Bin-render. 
Mer- 


clion ihrew up his hands, showing he 
was unarmed.. 
. 


At this instant Merchon's captain 


sprang from the' ttiieket/'-'and the Oon^ 
federate, thinking the boy was weapon- 
less, Immediately covered- the Federal 
officer, but as he made the movement 
Merchon drew a revolver from his hip 
pocket and got the drop on the bolonel. 


It was a dramatic tableau, .aud the 


boys in blue, who at that moment 
swung into Une, rolled on the ground 
and kicked up their heels in an ecstasy 
of delight as Ilia youthful trumpeter 
ordered the gray headed officer 16 sur- 
render. 
The crestfallen southerner 


obeyed, and the captain ordered him 
taken to the rear. The charge waa 
continued aud the battery captured, a 
lieutenant colonel, a major and the 
colonel being taken prisoners. 


But aicrclioa received injuries that 


eventually put him on the veteran re- 
serve corps, as, about 3 o'clock In the 
afternoon, a shell exploded on the 
ground on his right. He threw himself 
on bis face and escaped being torn to 
pieces, though lie was seriously injured 
on hip and spine. 


That night as the soldiers gathered 


around tlie campfire the story was told 
of the-plucky'little bugler being a 
prisoner for half a minute aud then 
saving his' captain's life by capturing 
his captor. In honor of his extraor- 
dinary exploits he was nicknamed the 
"Drummer Boy of Shiloh," and when 
he won tbe reputation of being the fin- 
est drummer in Uncle Sam's service lie 
bore no other name In the army of the 
Cumberland and the army of the Ten- 
nessee.
